Upon such risks and in such manner as may he prescribed by 
law, and the limitations and restrictions provided in the eonsti-
tutin shall not apply to this subject but provision shall be 
made for an annual aecount of all liabilities assumed and for 
the separation and safeguarding of all money and property 
held by the state on account of any such insurance.

JOINT RESOLUTION NO. 66. 
To amend section 21, of article IV, of the constitution, relating 

to compensation of members of the legislature. 

R(solv«1 by Mc .iss(mbly, the &nate concurring, That section 
21, of article IV, of the constitution, be amended to read: Sec-
tion 21. Each ineather of the legislature shall receive for his 
serviees "  " the sum of " six hundred dollars 
per an and " two cents for every mile he shall 
travel in going to and returning from the place of meeting of 
the legislature on the most usual route. In ease of an extra 
session of the legislature, no additional compensation shall be 
allowed to any member thereof, either directly or indirectly, ex-
cept for mileage, to he computed at the same rate as for a regu-
lar session. No * * * newspapers, postage or other per-
quisites, except the salary and mileage above provided, shall be 
received from the state by any member of the legislature for 
his services or in any other manner as such member.
